The  one  hundred  and  eighth  General  Court  of  the  Preliminary 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  <>'«»°**»***>»- 
House  in  Boston  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
being  the  fifth  day  thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  of  the  Independence 
of  the  United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and 
eleventh.  And  the  members-elect  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, having  assembled  in  the  Representatives' 
Chamber,  were  called  to  order  at  eleven  o'clock  a.  m.  by 
Mr.  Upham  of  Waltham,  the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  Charles  Smith  of  Andover,  a  member-elect. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Taft  of  Palmer,  — 

Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  eight  be  appointed  to  secretary 
inform   the    Secretary   of  the    Commonwealth    that  the  HouMhU wn 
House  has  been  called  to  order.  caiied  to  order.

FELLOW-REPBESEliTATiyBS  : 

For  this  cordial  and  emphatic  expressioD  of  your  con- 
fidence and  regard  I  tender  my  most  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments. Not  unacquainted  with  the  responsibilities  of 
this  honorable  station,  I  realize  that  its  difficult  and 
delicate  duties  are  not  to  be  lightly  assumed  or  easily  dis- 
charged. I  am  well  aware  that  no  one  called  to  this 
place,  however  gifted  or  experienced,  can  hope  sucocbs- 
fully  to  conduct  its  business  without  a  firm  reliance  upon 
your  cordial  co-operation  and  support,  and  I  congratulate 
myself  that  this  expression  at  your  hands  promises  me 
that  assistance,  without  which  I  should  be  impotent  to 
bring  efficient  service  to  this  chair.  We  meet  this  session 
under  somewhat  unusual  circumstances.  Death  has 
already  invaded  our  circle  and  renewed  its  admonition  of 
the  flight  of  time,  and  that  at  best  the  years  are  but  few 
in  which  we  are  permitted  to  do  our  work  in  the  world. 
You  who  have  been  associated  with  the  deceased  best 
realize  the  loss  we  have  sustained ;  but  although  this  is 
not  the  occasion  for  a  recital  of  his  merits,  we  mingle  our 
regrets  with  you  that  we  are  not  to  have  the  benefit  of  his 
devotion  to  duty  and  the  inspiration  of  his  manly  example. 

Coming  from  our  various  walks  in  life  and  representing 
different  sections  of  this  Commonwealth,  we  are  here  to 
serve  varied  and  important  interests.  I  can  only  say  for 
myself,  on  accepting  this  great  honor  at  your  hands,  that 
it  will  be  my  pleasing  duty  to  join  with  you  in  so  admin- 
istering the  affairs  of  this  house,  so  despatching  its  busi- 
ness and  bringing  its  session  to  a  speedy  and  triumphant 
close,  that  when  we  shall  have  come  to  the  end  of  our 
varied  service,  we  shall  have  left  a  record  behind  us  in 
brevity  of  speech,  in  promptness  of  action  and  in  devotion 
to  duty,  that  shall  make  this  a  signal  session  in  the  legisla- 
tive history  of  this  Commonwealth,  best  promote  the 
interests  of  this  our  Commonwealth,  and  merit  from  our 
constituencies  that  benediction  that  is  due  to  true  and  faith- 
ful service.     The  Chair  awaits  the  pleasure  of  the  House.

Joint  Convention. 

The  Senate  then  came  in,  its  President  took  the  chair, 
and,  the  two  branches  being  in  convention,  a  committee 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Glines  of  Middlesex,  O'Sullivan  of 
Essex  and  Clark  of  Berkshire  and  Hampshire,  of  the 
Senate,  and  Messrs.  Sanderson  of  Springfield,  Allen  of 
Boston,  Wilde  of  Maiden,  Jaques  of  Haverhill,  Rowell  of 
Boston,  Davis  of  Barre,  Haskell  of  Deerfield  and  Smith  of 
Dover,  of  the  House,  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  elect,  and  inform 
them  that  the  two  branches  are  now  in  joint  convention, 
and  are  ready  to  attend  to  the  administration  of  tUe  oaths 
of  office. 

Mr.  Glines,  from  the  committee,  afterwards  reported 
that  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  elect  would 
immediately  attend  upon  the  House. 

The  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  then  came  in, 
accompanied  by  various  civil  and  military  officers  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  oaths  and  affirmations  of  office  were  then,  in  the 
presence  of  the  two  Houses,  and  before  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  administered  to  and  subscribed  by  the  Hon. 
Oliver  Ames  as  Governor,  and  the  Hon.  John  Q.  A. 
Brackett  as  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  proclamation  thereof 
was  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

His  Excellency  then  delivered  an  address  to  the  Sena- 
tors and  Representatives. 

After  which  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
withdrew,  the  convention  was  dissolved,  and  the  Senate 
withdrew.

enacted,  signed  and  sent  to  the  Senate.

Were  severally  accepted  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  was  read  a  third  time,  amended  as 
recommended  by  the  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Read- 
ing, passed  to  be  engrossed  as  amended,  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

The  Bill  authorizing  the  county  commissioners  of 
Worcester  County  to  expend  money  for  making  copies  of 
certain  records  in  registries  of  deeds  was  read  a  third 
time,  and  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence. 

The  Resolutions  concerning  the  coast  defences  of  Mass- 
achusetts were  considered,  amendments  moved  by  Mr. 
Taft  of  Palmer  were  adopted,  and  after  debate  the  resolu- 
tions were  rejected  by  a  vote  of  75  to  79.  Subsequently, 
Mr.  Dresser  of  Medford  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote 
whereby  the  resolutions  were  rejected,  and,  under  the  rule, 
the  motion  was  placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for 
to-morrow.

Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor. 

Troy  and  ^^^  .  The  foUowiug  messagc  was  received  from  His  Excel- 
ro^^andHootac'  Icucy  thc  Govemor^  and  was  read  as  follows,  and,  on  mo- 
Tunnel.  ^j^^^  ^£  ^^.^  Falcs  of  Milford,  was  laid  on  the  table  and 

ordered  to  be  printed :  — 
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To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives^  Feb,  9, 

In  my  inaugural  message  I  referred  briefly  to  the  fact 
that  an  agreement  had  then  been  recently  made  for  the  con- 
solidation of  the  property  and  franchise  known  as  the  Troy 
and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel,  with  the 
connecting  line  owned  by  and  in  possession  of  the  Fitch- 
barg  Railroad  Company,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions contained  in  chapter  297  of  the  Acts  of  the  General 
Court  for  the  year  1885.  This  agreement  was  executed 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  in  behalf  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  by  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Fitch- 
burg  Railroad  Company  in  behalf  of  that  corporation,  on 
the  fifth  day  of  January,  and  has  since  been  ratified  by  the 
stockholders  of  that  company.  The  arrangement  thus 
consummated  is  a  long  step  towards  the  complete  execu- 
tion and  development  of  the  plan  upon  which  and  for 
which  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  was  incorporated, 
and  to  aid  which  the  Commonwealth  has  contributed  so 
largely  the  capital  required. 

.The  history  of  the  State's  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  road  and  Tunnel  is  well  known.  In  1876,  at 
the  opening  of  the  Tunnel  for  general  business,  the  State 
found  itself  in  possession,  as  mortgagee  for  purposes  of 
foreclosure,  of  a  line  of  railroad  forty-four  miles  in  length, 
of  which  four  and  three-quarter  miles  was  a  tunnel.  For 
the  construction  of  this  property  it  had  advanced  substan- 
tially the  entire  cost,  and  its  title  was  subject  to  a  right  of 
redemption  at  any  time  within  ten  years  by  the  original 
stockholders  in  the  railroad  company,  upon  terms  which 
were  not  accurately  defined.  Considered  as  a  railroad 
property,  the  line  had  but  little  local  business,  and  its 
most  important  use  and  nearly  all  its  financial  value,  pres- 
ent or  prospective,  was  as  a  connecting  link  between  the 
railroad  systems  to  the  east  and  those  to  the  west  of  it. 
.  By  chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  1875  the  Legislature  de- 
cided to  allow  the  use  of  the  road  by  all  railroad  compa- 
nies whose  roads  connected  with  it,  directly  or  over 
intervening  railroads,  under  the  direction  of  a  manager, 
upon  the  payment  of  equal  tolls,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  from  time  to  time.  This  arrangement 
continued  with  little  change  of  its  essential  features  till 
1880,  with  but  little  satisfaction  to  the  State  or  the  rail- 
roads concerned. 
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By  chapter  261  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1880  a  change 
was  made  by  which  contracts  lasting  for  seven  years  were 
authorized  to  be  made  for  the  operation  of  the  State's  road 
by  connecting  roads.  Under  this  act  contracts  were  made 
with  the  Fitchburg  Bailroad  Company  and  the  New  Haven 
and  Northampton  Railroad  Company  for  operating  that 
portion  of  the  road  east  of  North  Adams,  and  with  the 
Troy  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  and  Boston,  Hoosac 
Tunnel  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  for  operating 
that  portion  west  of  North  Adams.  By  the  terms  of  these 
contracts  the  Commonwealth  bore  the  expense  of  mainte- 
nance of  way  and  station  service;  the  operating  roads 
bore  the  transportation  expenses,  and  retained  from 
freight  money  and  fares  collected  the  cost,  based  on  the 
provisions  of  the  contract,  paying  over  to  the  Common- 
wealth what  remained  for  its  share. 

According  to  this  statement,  which  has  been  carefully 
prepared,  the  results  to  the  Commonwealth  from  the  op- 
eration of  the  road  under  these  contracts,  as  finally  ad- 
justed, have  been  as.  follows  for  the  several  railroad 
years:  —

All  the  above  income,  except  that  for  1886  and  a  large 
amount  in  addition,  has  been  expended  in  double  tracking 
the  road  and  in  other  permanent  improvements.  Probably 
more  than  the  whole  of  the  net  earnings  of  1886  has  been 
absorbed  by  the  expenses  of  the  accident  near  Bardwell's 
Ferry.

At  the  session  of  the  General  Court  for  1884  (by  Besolve, 
chapter  67)  the  Governor  and  Council  were  requested  to 
consider  the  relations  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  Troy 
and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel,  and  report 
to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  such  recommenda- 
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tions  and  Buggostious  as  Ibey  might  deem  expedient 
respecting  its  future  management  or  disposition.  The 
subject  was  taken  into  careful  consideration,  and  the  con- 
clasions  of  the  Governor  and  Council  were  communicated 
to  the  General  Court  at  the  session  of  1885  by  my  prede- 
cessor. Governor  Robinson,  in  a  special  message,  February 
3,  in  which  the  respective  advantages  of  a  sale  and  of  a 
consolidation  were  clearly  stated. 

Daring  this  session,  chapter  297  was  enacted  and  duly 
approved  by  the  Governor,  June  5,  providing  for  a  con- 
solidation of  the  Commonwealth's  property  with  that  of 
either  a  new  corporation,  which  might  be  formed  within 
three  months,  or  an  existing  corporation  or  corporations, 
which  should  form  with  the  State  road  a  continuous  line 
of  railroad  from  the  seashore  to  the  boundary  of  the  State 
in  Williamstown. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  time  fixed  by  the  act  no  corpo- 
ration had  been  formed.  The  Governor  and  Council  went 
on  to  investigate  the  subject-matter  and  inform  themselves 
fully  as  to  capacity  and  condition  of  the  various  lines 
between  the  State  road  and  the  seashore  on  the  east,  and 
between  the  road  and  sufiScient  outlets  .on  the  west.  A 
special  examination  was  made  of  the  Fitchburg  line,  as 
well  as  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  and  its  possible  con- 
nections. These  examinations  were  not  completed  until 
near  the  time  of  assembling  of  the  General  Court  for  1886. 
For  obvious  reasons  of  propriety  the  matter  stood  without 
further  action  during  the  session  of  1886.  No  further  leg- 
islation was  deemed  necessary  by  the  General  Court,  and 
during  the  fall  a  proposition  for  consolidation  was  received 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  from  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  the 
Council  for  examination  and  recommendation. 

The  representatives  of  the  Lowell,  or  Central  Massa- 
chusetts line,  were  also  advised  that  propositions  from 
them  would  be  received  and  entertained  by  the  Governor 
and  Council.  Instead  of  making  a  bid  they  asked  the 
Governor  and  Council  to  name  a  minimum  price  for  the 
State's  interest.  They  were  informed  that  the  Governor 
and  Council  would  not  accept  less  than  $5,000,000  cash 
value.  The  Lowell  Company  replied,  '<  that  under  these 
circumstances  the  Tunnel  and  Troy  and  Greenfield  Rail- 
road were  greater  luxuries  than  they  could  afford  to  in- 
dulge in  at  present."     Negotiations  with  the  Fitchburg 
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Company  terminated  in  an  agreement  which,  on  the  fourth 
of  January,  was  reduced  to  writing,  and  on  the  fifth  was 
executed  in  the  form  hereto  annexed. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  it  was  considered  that 
the  negotiations  should  be  conducted  with  a  view  to  a 
consolidation  of  property  and  union  of  interests,  rather 
than  a  sale ;  and  they  were  so  conducted,  and  the  agree- 
ment completed  from  this  point  of  view. 

I  believe  that  this  consolidation  is  just  and  fair  to  both 
parties.  The  Commonwealth  receives  at  once  that  to 
which  it  is  fairly  entitled  from  the  legitimate  earnings  of 
the  property  under  able  management.  The  Common- 
wealth's share  in  the  present  earnings  has  been  secured  by 
a  rate  of  interest  on  the  bonds  which  has  been  so  fixed  as 
not  to  overburden  the  line  by  an  excessive  amount  of  fixed 
charges,  thus  avoiding  all  necessity  for  unduly  overcharg- 
ing patrons  of  the  line,  upon  whom  largely  any  undue 
burden  must  inevitably  fall. 

The  Commonwealth's  holding  of  common  stock  secures 
a  larger  interest  in  the  anticipated  future  increase  of 
value  in  the  consolidated  line  than  the  present  earning 
capacity  would  warrant.  It  constitutes,  however,  a  fair 
allowance  for  the  great  cost  of  the  Tunnel  and  its  value 
as  a  connecting  link  in  the  system.  This  stock  shares 
equally  with  the  preferred  all  earnings  above  the  fixed 
dividend  on  the  preferred  stock,  and  it  is  believed  that 
this  arrangement  secures  a  union  of  interest  between  the 
two  classes  of  stock  which  will  be  valuable  in  the  future 
management  of  the  property. 

No  provision  was  made  in  the  act  of  the  Legislature  to 
secure  a  representation  of  the  State's  interest  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  road.  Both  parties  to  the  agreement 
concurred  in  the  view  that  there  should  be  such  direct 
representation,  and  the  representatives  of  the  railroad 
company  undertook  by  a  supplementary  agreement  to 
apply  for  the  necessary  legislative  authority.  I  recom- 
mend this  matter  to  your  prompt  attention  for  such 
action  as  you  find  the  public  interests  require. 

An  incidental,  but  important,  result  of  the  consolida- 
tion is,  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  the  sinking 
funds  of  the  Commonwealth  have  been  so  far  increased 
as  to  make  it  certain  that  they  will  be  sufficient  in  the 
aggregate,  with  their  ordinary  accumulations,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  entire  debt  of  the  State  at  maturity.     As  the 
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debt  falls  due  and  is  paid  from  year  to  year,  commencing 
iQ  1888,  a  considerable  and  welcome  relief  will  be  fur- 
nished the  tax-payers  in  the  steady  reduction  and  final 
disappearance  of  the  item  <' Interest  on  Debt"  in  the 
annual  estimate  of  the  necessary  expenditure  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

As  a  consequence  of  the  action  taken,  it  seems  clear 
to  me  that  the  principal  and  leading  purpose  for  which 
the  Commonwealth  entered  into  this  undertaking,  viz., 
the  establishment  of  a  strong  through  line  of  railroad 
from  the  seashore  to  the  Hudson,  is  now  assured.

Whereas^  By  chapter  297  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1885,  entitled  *'  An  Act  to  promote  the  consolidation  of 
the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  certain  other  rail- 
roads,'' it  is  provided  that  the  Governor  and  Council  may 
agree  upon  a  union  or  consolidation  of  the  railroad  prop- 
erty, equipment  and  franchise  to  use  the  same  as  a  rail- 
road, known  as  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  and 
Hoosac  Tunnel,  with  all  the  easements  and  appurtenances 
therewith  connected,  with  any  railroad  corporation  which 
is  in  lawful  possession  and  control  of  a  continuous  line 
of  railroad  from  an  eastern  terminus  in  Boston,  Somer- 
yiile  or  Cambddge  to  a  connection  with  the  Troy  and 
Greenfield  Railroad,  and  whereas  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company  is  in  lawful  possession  and  control  of  such  a 
continuous  line  of  railroad,  and  it  seems  desirable  to  the 
Governor  and  Council  and  to  the  President  and  Directors 
of  said  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  that  the  said  Fitch- 
burg Railroad  Company  and  the  said  Troy  and  Greenfield 
Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel  should  be  consolidated  and 
form  one  corporation, 

^owy  Therefore^  the  Governor  and  Council,  in  behalf 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  said 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  by  its  President  and 
Directors,  have  agreed  upon  a  union  and  consolidation  of 
said  respective  properties  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set 
forth  and  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  the 
same  to  be  and  become  valid  and  binding  when  ratified 
by  a  vote  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  present  and  voting  at  a 
meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  to  be  held  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  February,  1887. 
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Articles  op  Consolidation. 
Article  I. 

On  and  after  the  first  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1887, 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  and  the  railroad  prop- 
erty, equipment  and  franchise  to  use  the  same  as  a  rail- 
road known  as  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  and 
Hoosac  Tunnel,  with  all  the  easements  and  appurtenances 
therewith  connected  (except  the  Southern  Vermont  Rail- 
road), shall  become  united  and  consolidated,  and  shall  be 
and  remain  one  corporation  to  be  called  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  297,  and  especially  to  the  provisions  of  section  8 
of  said  chapter* 

Artide  IL 

Said  consolidated  corporation,  on  and  after  said  date, 
shall  have  and  enjoy  all  tt)e  franchises,  powers,  privileges, 
property  and  rights  of  every  kind  belonging  to  the  Fitch- 
burg Railroad  Company  now  existing,  and  to  the  Troy 
and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel,  and  to  the 
Commonwealth  in  its  capacity  as  owner  of  the  same,  or 
to  either  of  them,  and  shall  assume  all  the  duties,  debts 
and  liabilities  of  the  said  existing  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company,  and  of  the  manager  of  the  said  Troy  and 
Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel,  as  he  is  made 
liable  in  his  official  capacity  by  virtue  of  the  existing  stat^ 
utes  of  the  Commonwealth,  except  as  is  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Article  III. 

The  capital  stock  of  said  consolidated  corporation  shall, 
until  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  changed  according  to 
law,  consist  of  twelve  millions  forty-eight  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars  ($12,048,800),  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  each,  to  be  issued  as  herein  below 
set  forth.  Of  this  amount  of  capital  stock,  seventy  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  (70,488)  shares  shall 
be  preferred  stock,  and  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  shares 
shall  be  common  stock. 

On  and  after  said  first  day  of  February  each  and  every 
share  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  present  Fitchburg  Rail- 
road Company  shall  at  once  be  and  become  a  share  of  the 
preferred  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  company ;  and 
within  four  months  after  said  first  day  of  February  there 
shall  be  issued  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as 
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and  for  its  property  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  shares  of 
common  stock  in  the  consolidated  company,  and  to  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  seventeen  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two  shares  (17,622)  of  preferred  stock, 
the  same  to  be  divided  pro  rata  among  the  shareholders 
of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  of  record  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  January  current. 

Article  IV. 

The  preferred  stock,  in  preference  to  and  priority  over 
the  common  stock,  shall  be  entitled  to  such  semi-annual 
dividends  as  can  be  paid  out  of  the  profits  of  the  corpora- 
tion, not  to  exceed,  however,  four  per  cent,  per  annum, 
free  of  tax. 

After  the  payment  of  the  above  dividend  upon  the  pre- 
ferred stock  to  the  amount  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum  in 
any  one  year,  any  balance  of  annual  earnings  which  may 
be  divided  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  dividends 
upon  the  preferred  and  common  stock,  each  share  of  pre- 
ferred and  common  stock  sharing  equally  in  the  additional 
dividends  so  declared  and  paid. 

Artide  V. 

The  common  stock  shall  have  no  voting  power  until  it 
shall  have  received  dividends  for  two  consecutive  years 
amounting  to  not  less  than  four  per  cent,  per  annum, 
excepting  that  it  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  on  an  equal- 
ity with  the  preferred  stock  upon  any  question  of  issuing 
more  preferred  or  common  stock,  and  also  upon  any  ques- 
tion of  leasing  any  part  of  the  consolidated  road,  or  of 
hiring  or  uniting  with  any  other  road« 

Artide  VI. 

As  soon  as  is  practicable,  said  consolidated  corporation 
shall  issue,  and  the  Commonwealth  shall  receive,  bonds 
of  the  said  consolidated  company  to  the  amount  of  five 
millions  of  dollars  ($5,000,000),  reckoned  at  the  par 
value  thereof,  dated  February  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  payable  at  the  expiration  of  fifty  years  from 
the  date  thereof,  with  interest  payable  semi-annually,  for 
the  first  five  years  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per 
annum,  for  the  second  five  years  at  the  rate  of  three  and 
one-half  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  for  the  remaining  forty 
years  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  which  shall 
be  secured  by  the  mortgage  hereinafter  provided.     On  or 
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before  the  first  day  of  May,  1887,  said  consolidated  com* 
pany  shall  also  execute  a  mortgage  of  its  entire  road, 
property  and  franchises,  then  or  thereafter  to  be  acquired, 
which  said  mortgage  shall  be  made  to  three  Trustees,  to 
be  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  of  whom  two, 
at  least,  shall  be  at  all  times  residents  of  this  Common* 
wealth. 

Such  mortgage  shall  be  made  expressly  subject  to  the 
encumbrance  of  any  legally  authorized  mortgage,  already 
existing,  of  any  part  of  the  property  of  such  corporation  ; 
and  there  shall  be  issued  to  the  Trustees  aforesaid  from 
time  to  time  bonds  of  an  amount  equal  to  the  bonds  and 
mortgage  notes  outstanding,  which  are  a  lien  upon  any 
such  property  or  franchises,  said  bonds  to  be  reserved  in 
the  keeping  of  said  Trustees  until  the  discharge  of  such 
lien,  or  turned  over  to  the  holders  in  discharge  thereof. 

There  shall  also  be  issued  to  said  Trustees,  from  time 
to  time,  bonds  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
outstanding  unsecured  debts  of  the  present  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company,  and  of  any  road  which  shall  hereafter 
become  consolidated  with  the  corporation  hereby  created 
under  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  said  bonds  to  be  re- 
served in  the  keeping  of  said  Trustees  for  the  security  of 
the  holders  of  such  debts  until  their  discharge,  or  to  be 
turned  over  to  such  holders  in  discharge  thereof. 

Said  mortgage  shall  contain  suitable  provisions  to  secure 
such  reservation  and  disposition  of  such  bonds,  and  shall 
be  in  form  satisfactory  to  and  approved  by  the  Attorney- 
General  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Said  mortgage  may  be  made  to  secure  any  and  all  bonds 
hereafter  issued :  provided^  however y  that  the  whole 
amount  of  bonds  issued  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  actually  issued  according  to 
law. 

Article  VII. 

The  By-laws  of  the  present  Fitchburg  Railroad  Com- 
pany, except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  Inconsistent  with 
this  agreement  or  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
shall  constitute  the  By-laws  of  the  consolidated  corpora- 
tion until  legally  changed  ;  and  the  Directors,  officers  and 
agents  of  the  present  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  shall 
constitute  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  consolidated 
corporation  4intil  others  are  duly  chosen  in  their  place. 
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Article  VIIL 

Thid  agreement  is  made  subject  to  the  rights  of  other 
connecting  railroads  under  existing  leases,  and  no  existing 
lease  or  contract  made  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  Common- 
wealth, concerning  the  use  of  said  Troy  and  Greenfield 
Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel,  or  any  part  of  the  same, 
shall  be  affected  by  this  agreement,  but  the  rentals  and 
income  therefrom  shall  from  and  after  said  first  day  of 
February  enure  to  the  benefit  of  said  consolidated  corpo- 
ration. 

Article  IX. 

The  Directors  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  shall 
have  the  right  before  said  first  day  of  February  to  declare 
a  dividend  not  exceeding  two  percent.,  which  dividend 
shall  be  paid  by  the  consolidated  company  to  the  holders 
of  stock  in  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  of  record  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty- seven,  and  the  Commonwealth  shall  have  the  right 
to  retain  all  the  earnings  of  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Rail- 
road and  Hoosac  Tunnel  up  to  said  first  day  of  February. 

The  usual  audit  and  settlement  before  the  railroad  com- 
missioners, of  the  accounts  between  the  existing  Fitch- 
burg Railroad  Company  and  the  Commonwealth  under 
their  existing  tsontract  for  the  operation  of  the  Troy  and 
Greenfield  Railroad,  shall  be  made  according  to  the  terms 
of  said  contract  up  to  the  first  day  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven :  provided^  hoioever^  that  no 
claim  shall  be  made  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company 
for  or  by  reason  of  any  sums  of  money  which  it  has  paid 
or  may  pay  for  any  personal  injury  or  damage  incurred 
in  the  accident  at  or  near  Bardwell's  Ferry  in  April  last. 

All  legal  debts,  dues  and  liabilities  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  its  capacity  as  owner  of  the  Troy  and  Green- 
field Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel,  and  of  the  Manager  of 
said  railroad  and  tunnel,  in  his  ofiicial  capacity,  incurred 
or  accruing  before  said  first  day  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  arising  out  of  contracts  made 
by  the  Commonwealth  or  said  Manager  in  such  capacity 
(except  such  as  may  arise  out  of  a  certain  contract  for 
ties  with  John  L.  Roper),  shall  be  discharged  and  paid  by 
the  Commonwealth ;  not  including  therein  any  claim  for 
personal  injuries  or  for  loss  or  injury  to  merchandise  or 
other  property,  except  such  as  shall  properly  be  included 
in  said  audit  and  settlement,  and  all  such  claims  for  per- 
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sonal  injury  or  for  loss  or  injury  to  merchandiRe  or  other 
property,  except  such  as  are  included  in  said  audit  and 
settlement,  and  all  other  claims  in  the  nature  of  tort 
against  the  Commonwealth  as  owner  of  said  railroad  and 
tunnel  or  against  thiB  Manager  thereof  in  his  official 
capacity,  shall  be  assumed  and  discharged  by  said  con- 
solidated corporation,  including  all  claims  for  personal 
injury  by  said  accident  at  or  near  Bardwell's  Ferry. 
Said  consolidated  corporation  shall  have  the  benefit  of  and 
assume  the  burden  and  obligation  of  said  contract  with 
said  Roper. 

Article  X. 

It  is  hereby  agreed  that  all  instruments  for  further 
assurance  which  are  or  may  become  necessary  for  per- 
fecting the  title  intended  to  be  conveyed  by  the  Common- 
wealth, or  for  fulfilling  the  obligations  of  either  party 
hereto  under  this  agreement,  shall  be  executed  upon  rea- 
sonable request. 

Article  XL 

On  and  after  said  first  day  of  February,  said  consoli- 
dated corporation  shall  have  exclusive  management  and 
control  of  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac 
Tunnel,  and  all  the  easements  and  appurtenances  there- 
with connected  (except  the  Southern  Vermont  Railroad), 
subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  agrement. 

In  Testimony  Whereof^  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  President 
and  Directors  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  have 
executed  these^  presents  this  fifth  day  of  January,  A.  D.

Fales  of  Milford  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  bill  and  Point  of  order. 
the  amendment  were  not  germane  to  the  orders  on  which 
the  bill  was  reported  and  which  related  to  legislation  lim- 
iting the  number  of  licenses  to  not  more  than  on&for  each 
one  thousand  of  the  population  as  ascertained  by  the  last 
preceding  State  census.  The  Chair  (Mr.  Teele  of  Boston) 
ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  not  well  taken.  At  the 
request  of  Mr.  Taft  of  Palmer  the  question  was  divided  on 
the  amendment,  and  the  vote  was  first  taken  on  striking 
6ut  and  inserting  the  words  '^  the  number  of  places  licensed 
for  the  sale  of  such  liquors  shall  not  exceed  one  for  each 
five  hundred  of  the  population  as  ascertained  by  the  last 
preceding  national  or  State  census,"  which  was  carried. 
On  the  question  of  inserting  the  provision  relating  to 
licenses  in  the  city  of  Boston  the  yeas  and  nays  were 
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ordered,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Fales  of  Milford,  iiud,  the

Veto  Message. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excel-  Bevoriy  PMPm«. 
lency  the  Governor,  returning,  with  his  objections,  the 
Bill  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Beverly  Farms,  which  was 
read,  as  follows:  — 

ExBOUTiTB  Dbpa&tmbnt,  Bostom,  May  21, 1887. 
To  the  Bouse  of  Representatives  : 

I  herewith  return  to  the  House  of  Representatives, 
where  it  originated,  a  billentitled  **  An  act  to  incorporate 
the  town  of  Beverly  Farms,"  together  with  my  objections 
thereto. 

If  it  involved  only  the  question  of  the  division  of  the 
town  of  Beverly,  I  should  hesitate  to  set  up  my  opinion 
against  that  of  the  Legislature ;  but  under  your  recent 
investigation,  now  familiar  to  the  public,  it  appears  that 
very  large  sums  of  money,  altogether  disproportionate  to 
the  honest  necessities  of  the  case,  have  been  raised  and 
expended  in  the  promotion  of  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

While,  of  course,  no  member  of  the  Legislature  has 
taken,  or  would  take,  money  for  his  vote,  yet  some 
$20,000  have  been  spent  to  indirectly  influence  the  action 
of  the  Legislature.     It  is  no  excuse  that  such  things,  or 
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worse,  have  happened  before  without  exposure.  This 
time  the  abuse  has  been  investigated,  exposed  and  rebuked 
in  scathing  terms  by  the  committees  of  both  Houses.  I 
regard  it  as  my  duty  to  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  wholesome  public  sentiment  in  behalf  of 
legislation  which  shall  be  above  suspicion,  to  act  upon  the 
reports  made  by  these  committees  and  adopted  by  their 
respective  Houses,  and  to  strike  emphatically  at  the  evil 
thus  unearthed.  Not  to  do  so  is  to  excuse  and  encourage 
a  monstrously  bad  and  cormpting  practice. 

I  believe  that  the  Legislature,  which  had  committed 
itself  to  the  bill  before  exposure  of  the  methods  of  its  pro- 
motion, will  agree  with  me  that  it  is  better  that  the 
Executive,  approaching  it  for  the  first  time  and  finding  it 
tainted  with  offensive  furtherances,  should  veto  it.  I  can- 
not doubt,  too,  that  on  reflection  the  committee  which 
seeks  division,  and  to  which  we  look  for  so  many  of  the 
elements  of  good  citizenship,  will  gladly  sacrifice,  or  at 
least  delay,  any  present  convenience  for  the  sake  of  an 
emphatic  lesson  in  the  public  behalf. 

If,  as  seems  to  be  true,  both  sides  have  been  guilty 
(which  almost  makes  me  sympathize  with  the  judge  who 
wanted  to  decide  against  both  parties),  so  much  the 
worse  ;  two  wrongs  do  not  make  a  right.  It  is  a  just,  as 
well  as  an  equitable  maxim,  that  those  on  whom  is  the 
burden  of  making  out  a  case  shall  come  with  clean  hands, 
and  not  seek  to  excuse  the  lack  of  them  on  the  ground 
that  an  opponent's  are  soiled.  It  seems  a  fitting  opportu- 
nity to  enforce  the  principle  that,  in  order  to  ensure  leg- 
islation, the  thing  to  do  is  to  show  a  good  case  on  its 
merits ;  and  that  it  is  not  only  not  necessary,  but  detri- 
mental, to  rely  on  pecuniary  influences  such  as  have  been 
disclosed  in  the  committee^s  reports. 

I  am  sure  that  the  pernicious  system  therein  set  forth 
is  offensive  to  nobody  so  much  as  to  the  members  of  the 
Legislature,  and  that  you  will  heartily  co-operate  with  me 
in  hitting  it  a  blow  in  the  interest  of  more  decent  methods, 
and  in  furtherance  of  the  suggestion  in  your  own  reports 
on  the  subject  to  which  I  call  attention. 

Your  committee  closes  its  report  with  these  words : 
<*  Legislation  cannot  be  pure  unless  free  and  untrammelled 
by  insidious  influences.  These  influences,  however, 
wherever,  or  by  whomsoever  exerted,  should  be  and  tnuM 
be  emphatically  and  sternly  condemned." 

The  Senate  committee  say :  <<  It  is  to  be  greatly  regretted 
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that  there  has  been  a  growing  demoralization  in  the 
methods  pnrsued  in  promoting  private  bills  and  private 
interests  before  the  General  Court,  deserving  the  strongest 
condemnation  and  the  most  effective  remedy." 

<<The  strongest  condemnation  and  the  most  effective 
remedy"  I  can  apply  is  a  veto. 

If  the  system,  thus  condemned,  is  to  prevail  and  to  be 
justified  by  executive  approval  of  bills  to  which  it  has 
been  most  notoriously  and  offensively  applied,  then  the 
lobbyist  will  understand  it  is  an  accepted  and  permissible 
system,  involving  no  risk  except  that  of  being  called  hard 
names  in  a  report.

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors  as  a  beve- 
rage are  prohibited.  The  General  Court  shall  enact  suit- 
able legislation  to  enforce  this  prohibition.

supply  of  illuminating  gas  containing  more  than  ten  per 
cent,  of  carbonic  oxide  was  read  a  third  time,  and,  after 
debate,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  con- 
currence. 

The  House  concurred  in  the  Senate  amendments  to  the 
Bill  relative  to  evidence  in  certain  prosecutions  for  viola- 
tions of  the  liquor  law,  and  the  bill  was  returned  to  the 
Senate  endorsed  accordingly. 

The  Resolve  in  favor  of  Franklin  L.  Kamsell  was  read 
a  third  time,  parsed  to  be  engrossed,  and  sent  up  for  con- 
currence.

An  amendment,  moved  by  Mr.  Dresser  of  Boston,  to 
strike  out  the  word  '^therewith"  in  line  3  of  section  5, 
was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  64  to  94.  A  further  amend- 
ment, moved  by  the  same  gentleman,  to  add  at  end  of 
section  5  the  following:  '* provided^  however ^  that  the 
rights  and  powers  herein  granted  for  the  making  of  tun- 
nels shall  be  exercised  within  five  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  if  not  exercised  within  that  time  shall 
lapse  and  be  void,  excepting  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  power  respecting  any  work  then  actually 
in  progress  to  extend  the  time  for  its  completion  if  they  , 
deem  such  extension  expedient,  but  not  beyond  two  years 
from  that  date,"  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  59  to  97. 

Amendments  moved  by  Mr.  Perkins  of  Cambridge  were 
rejected.  On  an  amendment,  moved  by  Mr.  Parkman  of 
Boston,  to  amend  section  1  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
word  **  provided  "  in  line  57  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  **  that  no  street  railway  company  created  under 
this  act  shall  charge  more  than  five  cents  for  a  continuous 
passage  in  the  cars  of  such  company,"  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  ordered,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Parkman  of  Boston, 
and,  the  roll  being  called,  the  amendment  was  rejected  by 
a  vote  of  76  yeas  to  92  nays,  as  follows  :  —

Papers  from  the  Seriate, 

The  House  Bill  concerning  the  admisi^ion  of  children 
under  fourteen  years  to  certain  shows  and  places  of  amuse- 
ment, pass<*d  to  be  engrossed  by  the  Hou«o,  came  down 
from  tbe  Senate  passed  to  he  engrossed,  in  concurrence, 
with  amendments,  including  an  amendment  to  its  title  so 
that  it  read  *'  Bill  concerning  the  admission  of  children 
under  thirteen  years  to  certain  shows  and  places  of  amuse- 
ment." The  House  concurred  in  the  amendments,  under 
a  suspension  of  the  rule,  moved  by  Mr.  Coliison  of  Bos- 
ton, and  the  bill  was  returned  to  the  Senate  endorsed 
accordingly. 

The  Resolve  in  favor  of  the  widow  of  the  late  Frederick 
C.  S.  Bartlett  came  down  from  the  Senate  concurred  in 
the  suspension  of  the  12th  Joint  Rule.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Freeman  of  New  Bedford,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and 
the  resolve  was  read  a  second  and  a  third  time,  and  was 
passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Public  Service,  inexpe- 
dient to  legislate,  on  an  order  (recommitted)  relative 
to  increasing  the  salary  of  the  Governor  of  the  Oim- 
monwealth  [Mr.  Jones,  of  the  Senate,  and  Mr.  Upham 
of  Salem,  of  the  House,  dissenting],  accepted  by  the 
Senate,  was  read,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ray  of  Franklin, 
the  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  report  was  accepted,  in 
concurrence. 

The  petition  of  W.  A.  Wilde  and  others  for  an  amend- 
ment to  provide  for  a  further  supply  of  water  for  the  city 
of  Maiden  was  leferred,  in  concurrence,  to  the  committee 
on  Water  Supply,  under  a  suspension  of  the  12th  Joint 
Rule. 

The  report  of  the  joint  committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
leave  to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  of  Durell  ().  Pease  for 
legislation  to  authorize  him  to  make  contracts,  etc, 
accepted  by  the  Senate,  was  road,  and,  under  a  suspension 
of  the  rule,  moved  by  Mr.  Taft  of  Palmer,  the  report  was 
accepted,  in  concurrence. 

A  Senate  Bill  to  amend  an  act  to  provide  a  further 
supply  of  water  for  the  city  of  Maldeu  (reported  on  » 
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petition),  passed  to  be  engrossed  by  the  Senate,  was  read, 
and,  on  motions  of  Mr.  Wilde  of  Maiden,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  the  bill  was  read  a  second  and  a  third 
time,  and  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence. 

The  Resolve  in  favor  of  unpaid  veterans  of  the  town  of  Acton  veteran.. 
Acton  came  down  from  the  Senate  with  the  endorsement 
'^  This  resolve  having  been  returned  to  the  Senate  by  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  with  his  objections  thereto  in 
writing,  the  same  is  passed,  notwithstanding  said  objec- 
tions, two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  present 
and  voting  thereon  having  voted  in  the  aflSrmative." 

The  message  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  read  as 
follows :  — 

I  herewith  return  to  the  Honorable  Senate,  in  which  it 
originated,  a  resolve  entitled  *'  A  Resolve  in  favor  of  un- 
paid veterans  of  the  town  of  Acton,"  with  my  objections 
thereto. 

The  Legislature  of  1882,  by  chapter  93  of  its  Acts, 
authorized  the  town  of  Acton  to  raise  by  taxation  and 
pay  to  each  of  these  veterans  a  sum  of  money  not  exceed- 
ing $125,  but  it  specially  provided  <'that  said  town  shall 
not  be  reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth  for  any  money 
paid  under  the  authority  of  this  act."  The  Legislature  of 
1872  and  that  of  1880  gave  leave  to  withdraw  on  petitions 
praying  for  an  act  like  that  granted  in  1882.  The  Supreme 
Court  has  declared  that  act  unconstitutional  and  void. 

By  this  resolve  it  is  now  sought  to  have  these  veterans 
paid  directly  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth, 

The  Chief  Justice,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the 
Court  concerning  the  payment  of  the  same  soldiers  under 
the  Act  of  1882,  used  the  following  language  :  *«  It  is  not 
contended  that  there  was  any  promise  by  the  town,  or  by 
any  one  acting  on  behalf  of  the  town,  to  pay  any  bounty 
to  these  soldiers  at  or  before  their  re-enlistment.  Indeed, 
the  town  could  not  then  legally  pay,  or  promise  to  pay, 
bounties  to  these  men."  Statutesof  1863,  chapter  91.  .  .  . 
<*  The  town  has  made  no  promise  to  these  soldiers,  and  is 
not  under  any  obligation  to  pay  them  any  bounties.  The 
purpose  is  not  to  repay  any  sums  advanced  to  them  as 
inducement  to  enlist.  The  bounty  to  be  paid  cannot  be 
regarded  in  the  light  of  compensation  for  services  ren- 
dered ;  for  their  services  as  soldiers  were  not  rendered  to 
the  town,  and  the  town  had  nothing  to  do  with  their  com- 
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pensation.  The  war  has  been  over  for  many  years,  and 
the  payment  of  these  bounties  cannot  encourage  enlist- 
ments, or  in  any  way  affect  the  public  service  or  promote 
the  public  welfare  The  direct  primary  object  ia  to  bene- 
fit individuals,  and  not  the  public.  In  any  view  we  can 
take  of  the  statute,  the  payments  it  contemplates  are 
mere  gratuities  or  gifts  to  individuals.  .  .  .  This  a  town 
has  not  the  power  to  do,  even  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Legislature.  A  statute  confemng  such  power  is  uncon- 
stitutional, because  it  authc^rizes  raising  money  by  taxa- 
tion for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  particular  individuals,  and 
appropriates  money  for  a  private  purpose  which  can  only 
be  raised  and  used  for  public  objects." 

Is  the  Commonwealth  under  any  obligation,  even  if  it 
has  the  constitutional  right,  to  pay  these  soldiers  each  a 
bounty  of  $125?  The  State,  by  chapter  254  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1^63,  promised  a  bounty  to  these  soldiers  for 
re-enlistment,  and  it  has  kept  that  promise  and  has  paid 
as  follows :  —

making  an  average  to  each  soldier  of  $398.33.  They  also 
received  from  the  United  States  Treasury  for  such  re- 
enlistment  $402.00  each,  making  $12,4^2.00,  which  added 
to  the  payments  of  the  Commonwealth,  $12,348.28,  makes 
$24,810.28.  These  veterans  re-enlisted  January  1, 1864, 
and  were  mustered  out  of  the  service  August  26,  18<»5, 
after  having  served  for  a  period  of  nearly  eighteen  montb, 
and  they  had  already  each  received  in  bounties  from  the 
Nation  and  the  State  an  average  sum  of  $800.33. 

If  it  is  unjust  and  unconstitutional  to  tax  the  citizens  of 
Acton,  who  received  the  benefit  and  credit  for  such  re- 
enlistment,  to  pay  a  bounty  to  these  soldiers,  it  seems  all 
the  more  unjust  and  a  greater  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the 
Constitution  to  tax  the  people  in  the  various  municipalities 
of  the  Commonwealth  for  such  purpose.  I  cannot  believe 
it  was  the  intention  of  the  framei^s  of  the  Constitution  to 
authorize  the  Legislature,  eveii^  to  give  away  the  people's 
money. 
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It  cannot  be  claimed  that  there  is  any  legal  or  equitable 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the.  Commonwealth  to  pay  a 
bounty  to  these  soldiers.  If  the  Commonwealth  is  to 
make  a  gift  to  the  veterans  of  Acton,  will  it  not  also  be 
called  upon  to  pay  to  the  many  towns  which  have  paid 
bounties  to  veterans  under  similar  acts  to  chapter  93  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1882,  and  to  every  soldier  who  has 
not  already  received  a  bounty  from  a  town  or  city  ?  And 
will  not  an  attempt  to  equalize  bounties  be  indeterminable 
and  impossible? 

In  my  judgment,  it  is  not  necessary  for  Massachusetts, 
at  this  late  day,  to  enter  upon  such  doubtful  and  danger- 
ous legislation,  in  order  to  prove  her  fidelity  to  the 
veterans  of  the  war ;  for  she  has  a  record  in  the  care  and 
treatment  of  her  soldiers  and  their  families  of  which  she 
has  no  cause  to  be  ashamed. 

I  cannot  appix)ve  this  resolve,  and,  therefore,  ask  that 
the  same  may  be  reconsidered. 

On  the  question  of  the  passage  of  the  resolve  notwith- 
standing the  objections  of  His  Excellency  the  yeas  and 
nays  were  called,  and  the  resolve  was  passed,  notwith- 
standing the  said  objections,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  having  voted  in  the  affirmative.  The 
vote  was  141  yeas  to  51  nays,  as  follows :  —

And  in  extending  to  you,  fellow 
Representatives,  my  most  grateful  thanks  for  all  that  you 
have  shown  and  all  that  you  have  done  me  of  friendship 
and  favor,  I  extend  the  same  warm  acknowledgment  and 
grateful  recollection  to  the  officers  with  whom  I  have  had 
the  most  pleasant  associations  during  the  months  of  this 
session. 

To  the  patience,  ability  and  the  care  of  the  Clerk  is 
due  almost  everything  that  marks  the  accuracy  and  cor- 
rectness of  the  legislation  of  this  Commonwealth.  To 
him  you,  who  have  kuown  the  patience  with  which,  he 
has  early  and  late,  with  unwavering  zeal  and  unfaltering 
fidelity,  discharged  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  his  office, 
.  can  join  with  me  in  saying  that  the  Commonwealth  is  to 
be  congratulated  that  the  present  Clerk  occupies  a  re- 
sponsible place  at  the  Speaker's  right  hand ;  and  all  that 
I  have  said  in  regard  to  the  Clerk  I  would  repeat  in  re-

And  now,  fellow  Representatives,  the  hour  of  all  hours 
most  sad  and  solemn  is  about  to  come  to  us,  when,  going 
out  from  this  State  House,  signalized  by  our  service  of 
these  months,  and  going  into  the  various  walks  and  occu- 
pations of  life  and  the  varied  paths  of  fortune,  never- 
more in  the  world  shall  we  probably  be  gathered  together 
all  of  us  under  one  roof.  And  I  cannot  fail  to  again 
attempt,  in  feeble  language,  to  express  the  emotions  of 
the  heart  while  giving  to  you  my  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  most  beautiful  present  you  have  given  me 
to-night  as  a  tribute  of  your  friendship  and  esteem,  and 
can  only  say  that  among  the  treasures  of  my  household 
it  shall  be  most  sacred,  to  be  kept  and  to  be  enjoyed  by 
me  and  mine,  and  to  be  passed  on  to  others  as  one  of  the 
most  precious  legacies  that  I  can  ever  be  able  to  give.

Afier  remarks  by  Messrs.  Hathorne  of  Boston,  Upham 
of  Salem,  Dresser  of  Boston  and  Jennings  of  West  Bridge- 
water,  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising 
vote. 

Prorogation. 

Ordei'cd^  That  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  on  the  Prorogation. 
part  of  the  Senate  and  such  as  the  House  may  join,  be 
appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
inform  him  that  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature  have 
disposed  of  all  the  public  business  which  has  been  brought 
before  them,  and  to  request  him,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  to  prorogue  them  to  the  Tuesday 
next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  next. 

Messrs.  Morse,  Marble  and  Perkins  having  been 
appointed  said  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
Messrs.  Dresser  of  Boston,  Wadlin  of  Reading,  Hall  of 
Taunton,  Perkins  of  Cambridge,  Collison  of  Boston, 
Wardwell  of  Haverhill,  Davlin  of  Somerville  and  Willis 
of  New  Bedford  were  joined  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Dresser,  from  the  committee,  afterward  reported 
that  they  had  waited  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
and  informed  him  of  the  action  of  the  two  branches,  and 
His  Excellency  consrratulated  the  members  upon  the  con- 
clusion of  their  labors  and  wished  them  a  safe  return  to 
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their  homes,  and  said  that  he  would  communicate  further 
with  the  two  Houses  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

At  ten  minutes  past  eleven  o'clock,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  came  in,  and  stated  that  His  Excellency 
had  signed,  during  the  session,  four  hundred  and  6fty-two 
acts  and  one  hundred  and  seven  resolves ;  that  he  had 
returned,  with  his  objections  thereto,  one  bill,  which  was 
the  •*  Bill  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Beverly  Farms,"  and 
one  resolve,  the  *•  Kesolve  in  favor  of  unpaid  veterans  of 
the  town  of  Acton." 

The  Secretary  further  said  that  he  had  been  directed  by 
the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  the  two  branches,  to  pro- 
rogue the  General  Court  to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding 
the  first  Wednesday  in  January  next.  And  the  General 
Court  was  prorogued  accordingly.

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hoar  to  which  the 
Hoase  stands  adjoarned,  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on 
the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  proceed  to  business. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  may  speak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members ;  and  shall  decide  all 
uestiious  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

[With  regard  to  appeals,  see  Rules  82  and  93.] 
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8.    He  shall  declare  all  votes,  subject  to  verification  as  herein- 
after provided. 
[See  Roles  64  to  68.] 

4.  In  all  cases  he  may  vote. 

5.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  or  to  address  the  House, 
but  may  read  sitting. 

6.  He  shall  each  day  examine  the  journal  of  the  House. 

7.  He  may  name  a  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
chair  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  days  at  one  time. 

8.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Speaker,  or  in  case 
the  Speaker  or  the  member  named  by  him  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  rule  is  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned,  the  senior  member  present  shall  call  the 
House  to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  Speaker  pro  tempore 
or  a  Speaker  is  elected  by  ballot,  which  shall  be  the  first  bus- 
iness in  order. 

[Amended  Feb.  5, 1886.] 

Monitors. 

9.  Two  monitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  each 
division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to' see  to  the  due 
observance  of  the  Rules  and,  on  request  of  the  Speaker,  to 
return  the  number  of  votes  and  members  in  their  reapectiTe 
divisions. 

10.  If  a  member  transgress  any  of  the  Rules  after  being 
notified  thereof  by  a  monitor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  mon- 
itor to  report  the  case  to  the  House.

Clbrk. 

11.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  the  journal  of  the  House.  He 
shall  enter  therein  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and  sub- 
mit it  to  the  Speaker  before  the  hour  fixed  for  the  next  sitting. 

12.  Every  question  of  order  shall  be  noted  in  the  journal, 
and,  with  the  decision,  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  an  appendix, 
which  shall  also  contain  the  Rules  of  the  House,  and  of  the  two 
branches. 

13.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  each 
day  a  calendar  of  matters  in  order  for  consideration,  followed  by 
a  brief  minute  of  the  preliminary  proceedings  of  the  previons 
day ;  a  list  of  matters  lying  on  the  table ;  and  such  other  mem- 
oranda as  the  House  or  the  Speaker  may  direct. 
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14.  Any  objection  to  the  calendar  shall  be  made  and  dis- 
posed of  before  tbe  House  votes  to  proceed  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

15.  The  Clerk  shall  retain  bills  and  other  papers,  in  refer- 
ence to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion (except  petitions,  enacted  bills,  orders  of  inquiry,  and 
orders  of  notice),  until  the  right  of  reconsideration  has  expired : 
provided,  that  the  operation  of  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
during  the  last  week  of  the  session. 

Mkmbers. 

16.  No  member  shall  stand  up,  to  the  inconvenience  of 
others,  while  a  member  is  speaking;  or  pass  unnecessarily 
between  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  member  speaking ; 
or  stand  in  the  passages,  or  in  the  area  in  front  of  the  chair. 

17.  No  member  shall  be  absent  more  than  two  days  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

18.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  House  with- 
out leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

19.  Papers  in  possession  of  a  member  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  session,  shall  be  left  by  him  with 
the  Clerk. 

20.  If  a  member  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules, 
he  may  be  required  by  the  House,  on  motion,  to  make  satisfac- 
tion therefor ;  and,  until  he  has  done  so,  he  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse.

21.  At  the  beginning  of  the  political  year,  standing  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  as  follows :  —

(to  consist  of  nine  members  each) .

A  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading ; 

A  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills ; 
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A  committee  on  Pay-Roll ; 
A  committee  on  Leave  of  Absence ; 
(to  consist  of  three  members  each). 
[Amended  Jan.  7, 1881 ;  Jan.  10, 1883;  Jan.  8, 1886.] 

22.  Unless  other  provision  is  made  in  any  case,  all  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  member 
first  named  shall  be  chairman. 

23.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  committee  by  ballot,  the 
member  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman. 

24.  No  member  shall  be  required  to  be  on  more  than  two 
commitees  at  the  same  time,  nor  chairman  of  more  than  one. 

25.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  in  any  ques- 
tion where  his  private  right  is  immediatel3''  concerned,  distinct 
f^om  the  public  interest. 

26.  The  committee  on  Finance  shall  report,  in  appropriar 
tion  bills,  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by 
law,  or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House 
to  insert. 

27.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  shall  ex- 
amine and  correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provisions, 
insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references,  and  consistency 
with  the  language  of  existing  statutes:  provided,  that  any 
change  in  the  sense  or  legal  effect,  or  any  material  change  in 
construction,  shall  be  reported  to  the  House  as  an  amendment. 

[Amended  Jan.  15, 1880.] 

28.  The  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  carefully  exam- 
ine and  compare  engrossed  bills,  and  report  them  rightly  and 
truly  engrossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  petition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  without  detriment  to  the 
public  interests,  by  a  general  law,  the  committee  to  which  the 
matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  general  law,  or  leave  to 
withdraw,  inexpedient  to  legislate,  or  ought  not  to  pass,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

[Amended  Jan.  15, 1880.] 

80.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals,  or 
of  private  or  municipal  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects 
generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  shall  be  re- 
ported by  a  committee,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  committee  that  notice  has  been  given,  by  public 
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advertisement  or  otherwise,  to  all  parties  interested,  without 
expense  to  the  Commonwealth :  or  unless  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  committee  is  produced  that  the  parties  interested  have  in 
writing  waived  notice. 
[Adopted  Jan.  26, 1881.] 

31.  On  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  in  March,  com* 
mittees  shall  make  final  report  upon  matters  referred  to  them 
prior  to  that  day,  unless  further  time  is  granted,  for  cause. 

[Amended  Feb.  16, 188S.] 

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

32.  When  the  House  determines  to  go  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

33.  The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  committee 
of  the  whole,  so  far  as  the}'  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rules 
limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise,  report  progress,  and  ask 
leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always  first  in  order  and  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Reqular  Course  of  Proceedings. 

Petitions,  etc.,  and  Reports  of  Committees. 

34.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a 
like  nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented  be- 
fore the  House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
the  Day,  and  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  such  papers. 

35.  The  member  presenting  a  petition,  memorial,  or  remon- 
strance, shall  endorse  his  name  thereon,  with  a  brief  statement 
of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  paper ;  and  the  reading  thereof 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered. 

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

36.  Papers  ft'om  the  Senate  shall  be  laid  before  the  House  by 
the  Speaker,  and  received  for  action  conformably  to  such  of 
these  Rules  as  are  applicable  thereto,  before  the  House  pro- 
ceeds to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

Papers  a^idressed  to  the  House,  not  Petitions. 

37.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House,  or  the  General  Court, 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
received  from  the  Senate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker  or 
by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  shall  be  read,  unless  it  is  spe- 
cially ordered  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with. 
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Orders  of  Inquiry. 

38.  All  motions  oontemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petrtion,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave, 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  inquiry,  which  shall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  legislation  proposed ;  and  if  reference 
is  made  to  any  particular  law,  for  amendment  or  otherwise,  the 
order  shall  specify  the  chapter  and  section,  as  well  as  the  sub- 
ject to  which  it  relates. 

Postponement  to  the  Next  Day  on  Bequest  of  a  Member. 

39.  The  consideration  of  any  order  proposed  for  adoption, 
or  of  any  request  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill,  shall  be  post- 
poned without  question  to  the  day  after  that  on  which  the  order 
is  proposed  or  request  made,  if  any  member  asks  such  postr 
ponement. 

Bills  and  Resolves.     [See  Rule  94.] 

40.  Bills  shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without 
material  erasure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections ;  dates  and  numbers*  being  written  in  words  at  length. 
Bills  amending  existing  laws  shall  not  provide  for  striking 
words  fh)m,  or  inserting  words  in,  such  laws,  unless  such  course 
is  best  calculated  to  show  clearly  the  subject  and  nature  of  the 
amendment  No  repealed  law,  and  no  part  of  any  repealed 
law,  shall  be  re-enacted  by  reference  merely.

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51.  Engrossed  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Engrossed  Bills  for  examination,  comparison  and  report.

52.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  amended. 

53.  Engrossed  bills,  reported  by  the  committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills  to  be  rightly  and  truly  engrossed,  shall  be  put 
upon  their  passage  to  be  enacted;  and  engrossed  resolves, 
when  so  reported,  shall  be  pat  upon  their  passage  without  fur- 
ther reading,  unless  specially  ordered. 

54.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  sent  to  the  Senate  without 
notice  thereof  being  given  by  the  Speaker. 

OrderB  of  the  Day. 

55.'  Bills  fi'om  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  when  not 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  bills  favorably  reported 
to  the  House  by  committees,  and  bills  the  question  of  the  rejec- 
tion of  which  is  negatived,  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  for  the 
next  day,  and  if  they  have  been  read  but  once,  shall  go  to  a 
second  reading  without  question.

56.  Reports  of  committees  not  by  bill  or  resolve  shall  be 
placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  they 
are  received  from  the  Senate,  or  made  to  the  House,  as  the  case 
may  be :  provided^  that  the  report  of  a  committee  asking  to  be 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  a  subject,  and 
recommending  that  it  be  referred  to  another  committee,  shall 
be  immediately  considered.

58.  After  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
the  Day,  the  House  shall  proceed  with  them  in  regular  course, 
as  follows :  Matters  not  giving^  rise  to  a  motion  or  debate  shall 
first  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  in  the 
calendar ;  after  which  the  matters  that  were  passed  over  shall 
be  considered  in  like  order  and  disposed  of. 

59.  When  the  House  does  not  finish  the  consideration  of 
the  Orders  of  the  Day,  those  which  had  not  been  acted  upon 
shall  be  the  orders  for  the  next  and  each  succeeding  day  until 
disposed  of,  and  shall  be  entered  in  the  calendar,  without 
change  in  their  order,  to  precede  matters  added  under  Rules 
fifty-five,  fifty-six  and  fifty-seven.      The  unfinished  business  in 
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which  the  House  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  adjournment  sball 
have  the  preference  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day,  after  motions 
to  reconsider. 

Special  RtUes  affecting  the  Course  of  Proceedings. 

[For  postponement  of  Order,  etc.,  to  the  next  day,  on  request  of  a  member, 
see  Rale  39.] 

60.  No  matter  which  has  been  duly  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  or  considered  oat  of  the 
regular  course. 

61.  If,  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question,  or 
otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  at  the  -second  or  third  read- 
ing of  a  bill  substantially  changing  the  greater  part  of  such  bill, 
the  question  shall  not  be  put  forthwith  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a 
third  reading  or  to  be  engrossed  (as  the  case  may  be) ,  but  the 
bill,  as  amended,  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day 
after  that  on  which  the  amendment  is  made,  and  shall  then  be 
open  to  further  amendment  before  such  question  is  put.  In 
like  manner,  when,  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question 
or  otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  in  any  proposition  of  such 
a  nature  as  to  change  its  character,  as  from  a  bill  to  an  order, 
or  the  like,  the  proposition  as  amended  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  the  amendment  was 
made. 

Voting. 

62.  No  member  shall  vote  in  any  question  where  his  private 
right  is  immediately  concerned,  distinct  from  the  public  in- 
terest. 

63.  Members  desiring  to  be  excused  fh>m  voting  shall  make 
application  to  that  effect  before  the  division  of  the  House  or  the 
taking  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is  begun.  Such  application  may 
be  accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  reasons  by  tbe  member 
making  it,  but  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rule  sixty-seven.

64.  When  a  question  is  put,  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  be 
taken  by  the  voices  of  the  members,  and  the  Speaker  shall  first 
announce  the  vote  as  it  appears  to  him  by  the  sound. 

65.  If  the  Speaker  is  unable  to  decide  by  the  sound  of  the 
voices,  or  if  his  announcement  made  thereupon  is  doubted  by  a 
member  rising  in  bis  place  for  that  purpose,  the  Speaker  shall 
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order  a  return  by  divisions  of  the  number  voting  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  in  the  negative,  without  fiirther  debate  upon  the  ques- 
tion.

66.  When  a  return  by  divisions  is  ordered,  the  members  for 
or  against  the  question,  when  called  on  by  the  Speaker,  shall 
rise  in  their  places,  and  stand  until  they  are  counted. 

67.  The  sense  of  the  House  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays  whenever  required  by  thirty  of  the  members  present. 
When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  House  shali 
be  called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  before  the  vote  is  declared. 
If,  before  such  time,  a  member  states  to  the  House  that  he  has 
paired  with  another  member,  and  how  each  would  vote  upon  the 
pending  question,  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  im- 
mediately after' the  record  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  snch  mem- 
ber shall  be  excused  f^om  voting.

68.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.

six  shall  be  omitted. 

Reconsideration. 

69.  When  a  vote  has  passed  (except  as  provided  in  the 
next  rule) ,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  the  re- 
consideration thereof  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day,  and 
such  motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall  (except  in  the  last 
week  of  the  session)  be  placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  next 
day  after  that  on  which  it  is  made ;  but,  if  first  moved  on  socfa 
succeeding  day,  it  shall  be  forthwith  considered :  provided^  houy 
ever^  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  any  incidental  or 
subsidiary  question  shall  not  remove  the  main  subject  onder 
consideration  from  before  the  House,  but  shall  be  consid^ed  at 
the  time  when  it  is  made. 

70.  When  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that  de- 
cision shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  shall  be  twice 
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recoDsidered ;  nor  shall  any  vote  be  reoonsidered  apon  either  of 
the  following  motions :  — 

to  adjourn, 

to  lay  on  the  table, 

to  take  from  the  table ;  or, 

for  the  previoas  question. 

71.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 
thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 
minutes ;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion  to  reconsider 
a  vote  upon  an  amendment.

Rules  of  Debate. 

72.  Every  member,  when  about  to  speak,  shall  rise,  and 
respectfully  address  the  Speaker ;  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality;  and  shall  sit 
down  when  he  has  finished.  No  member  shall  speak  out  of  his 
place  without  leave  of  the  Speaker. 

73.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  fioor,  preferring 
one  who  rises  in  his  place  to  one  who  does  not. 

74.  No  member  shall  interrupt  another  while  speaking,  ex- 
cept by  rising  to  call  to  order. 

75.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  preven- 
tion of  those  who  have  not  spoken  and  desire  to  speak  on  the 
same  question. 

Motions, 

76.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker 
so  directs. 

77.  A  motion  need  not  be  seconded,  and  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  mover  if  no  objection  is  made. 

78.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  on  the  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  to  commit  or  recommit,  not 
exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate;  and  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.

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79.  When  a  qaestion  is  before  the  House,  until  it  is  dis- 
posed of,  the  Speaker  shall  receive  no  motion  that  does  not 
relate  to  the  same,  except  the  motion  to  adjourn,  or  some  other 
motion  that  has  precedence  either  by  express  rule  of  the  Uoase, 
or  because  it  is  privileged  in  its  nature ;  and  he  shall  receive 
no  motion  relating  to  the  same,  except,  — 

to  lay  on  the  table.  See  Bnie  78. 

for  the  previous  question,  See  Rnles  80-85. 

to  close  the  debate  at  a  specified  time,  See  Rales  84, 85. 

to  postpone  to  a  time  certain.  See  Bale  86. 

to  commit  (or  recommit) ,  See  Rales  78  and  87. 

to  amend,  See  Rules  88-91. 

to  refer  to  the  next  General  Court,  or 

to  postpone  indefinitely.  See  Rule  92. 
which   several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged  in  this  rule. 

Previous  Q^estion. 

80.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following 
form :  "  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  ptUf"  —  and  all  debate 
upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous 
question  is  decided. 

81.  On  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes 
shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  that  only  to  give  reasons  why 
the  main  question  should  not  be  put;  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  three  minutes. 

82.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for 
the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  except- 
ing on  appeal;  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  House.

83.  The  adoption  of  the  previous  question  shall  put  an  end 
to  all  debate,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  eighty-five,  and  bring 
the  House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  pending  amendments,  if  anj, 
in  their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

Motion  to  Close  Debate  al  a  Specified  Time. 

84.  Debate  may  be  .closed  at  any  time  not  less  than  thirty 
minutes  from  the  adoption  of  a  motion  to  that  effect.  On  this 
motion,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate, 
and  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.    In  case 
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the  time  is  extended  by  unanimoas  consent,  the  same  rule 
shall  apply  at  the  end  of  the  extended  time  as  at  the  time  origi- 
nally fixed.

85.  When  debate  is  closed  by  ordering  the  previous  ques- 
tion, or  by  a  vote  to^close  debate  at  a  specified  time,  the  mem- 
ber in  charge  of  the  measure  under  consideration  shall  be 
allowed  to  speak  ten  minutes,  and  may  grant  to  any  other 
member  any  portion  of  his  time.  When  the  measure  under 
consideration  has  been  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance, 
under  House  Rule  forty-two,  the  member  originally  reporting 
it  shall  be  considered  in  charge,  except  where  the  report  of  .the 
committee  on  Finance  is  substantially  different  from  that  re- 
ferred to  them,  in  which  case  the  member  originally  reporting 
the  measure,  and  the  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  report- 
ing thereon,  shall  each  be  allowed  to  speak  five  minutes,  the 
latter  to  have  the  close.

Motion  to  Postpone  to  a  Time  Certain. 

86.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  postpone  to  a  time  certain, 
and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be 
taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined before  the  question  is  put  on  postponement,  which  may 
then  be  rejected  if  the  House  see  fit. 

Motion  to  Commit, 

87.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit,  and  different  com- 
mittees are  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  follow- 
ing order :  — 

a  standing  committee  of  the  House, 

a  select  committee  of  the  House, 

a  joint  standing  committee, 

a  joint  select  committee ; 
and  a  subject  may  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee  or  to 
another  committee  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 
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Motions  to  Amend. 

88.  A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  may  be  received ; 
but  no  amendment  in  the  third  degree  shall  be  allowed. 

89.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  from 
that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment. 

90.  A  question  containing  two  or  more  propositions  capable 
of  division  shall  be  divided  whenever  desired  by  any  member. 
When  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  thus  divided,  the 
failure  of  the  motion  to  strike  out  shall  not  preclude  amend- 
ment ;  or,  if  the  motion  to  strike  out  prevails,  the  matter  pro- 
posed to  be  inserted  shall  be  open  to  amendment  before  the 
question  is  taken  on  inserting  it. 

91.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first. 

Equivalent  for  Motion  to  Postpone  Indefinitely* 

92.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill 
shall  be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

Appeal. 

93.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
entertained  unless  it  is  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  in  order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disposed  of.

Resolves. 

94.  Such  of  these  Rules  as  are  applicable  to  bills,  whether 
of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  likewise  to  socli 
resolves  as  require  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  approval 
by  the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws  and  have  force  as 
such.  Except  in  Rule  fifty-three,  the  word  ^^biil"  shall  be 
equivalent  to  the  word  *^  resolve  "  in  the  same  place. 

Elections  by  Ballot. 

95.  A  time  shall  be  assigned  for  elections  by  ballot,  at  least 
one  day  previous  thereto. 

Secret  Session. 

96.  All  proceedings  in  secret  session,  and  matters  relating 
thereto,  shall  be  kept  secret  until  the  House  removes  the  injunc- 
tion of  secrecy. 
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Seats. 

97.  (1.)  The  desk  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Clerk  and  such  persons  as  he  may 
employ  to  assist  him,  and  that  on  the  left  to  the  use  of  the 
chairmen  of  the  committees  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Readiiig  and 
on  Engrossed  Bills. 

(2.)     The  senior  member  of  the  House,  and  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  House  who  is  not  the  senior  member,  shall  be  allowed 
to  select  their  seats,  from  those  not  otherwise  assigned,  before 
the  drawing  of  seats  by  the  members.

(8.)  The  seat  numbered  84,  in  the  first  division,  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 
Judiciary ;  that  numbered  15,  in  the  sixth  division,  to  the  use  of 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Finance ;  that  numbered  52, 
In  the  first  division,  to  the  use  of  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee on  Probate  and  Insolvency ;  and  that  numbered  89,  In  the 
sixth  division,  to  the  use  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
Railroads  on  the  part  of  the  House.

(4.)  The  following  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  use  of  the

92  and    95,  in  the  fourth  division ; 

87  and    91,  in  the  fifth  division ;  and 

4  and      7,  in  the  sixth  division.

(5.)  The  first  business  in  order,  after  the  appointment  of 
standing  committees  and  monitors  is  announced  by  the  Speaker, 
shall  be  the  drawing  of  the  other  seats  upon  the  floor  of  the 
House. 

(6.)  The  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  members  in  alpha- 
betical order,  omitting  the  names  of  the  Speaker,  the  senior 
member,  the  oldest  member,  the  chairmen  of  committees  herein- 
before mentioned,  and  the  monitors ;  and  the  drawing  shall  be 
had  in  presence  of  the  House,  under  the  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  three  selected  from  the  members  mentioned  in  this 
paragraph. 

(7.)     The  seat  assigned  to  any  member,  or  drawn  by  him, 
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shall  be  his  seat  for  the  year,  unless  an  exchange  is  made  and 
notice  thereof  given  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  within  five  days 
from  the  day  of  the  drawing. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

98.  (1.)  Every  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  to  occupy  (for  that  day) 
any  seat  then  vacant  not  belonging  to  a  member,  or  belonging 
to  a  member  who  is  absent,  not  more  than  one  person  at  the 
same  time,  such  person  not  having  any  private  interest  in  any 
measure  before  the  legislature  distinct  from  the  public  interest: 
provided^  that  in  &ny  case,  when  by  the  exercise  of  this  privi- 
lege on  the  part  of  some  of  the  members  the  vacant  seats  have 
been  filled,  and  the  Speaker  so  announces,  the  further  exercise 
of  the  privilege  shall  be  suspended  for  that  day,  or  until  one  or 
more  of  the  seats  thus  filled  are  vacated. 

(2.)     The  Speaker  may  also  invite  visitors,  without  limit  of 
number,  to  seats  (not  numbered)  upon  the  floor  of  the  House. 
[Amended  Feb.  5, 1886.]

Senators,  and  the  principal  officers*  in  the  Executive 
and  Judicial  departments  of  the  Civil  Government  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Chaplains  of  both  Houses,  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  whenever  they  may 
have  occasion  to  visit  the  House,  and  may  occupy  any  of  the 
seats  not  numbered  which  they  may  find  vacant,  or  any  seats 
which  may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  for  their  use  for  the  time 
being. 

Representatives'  Chamber. 

99.  Use  of  the  Representatives'  Chamber  shall  not  be 
granted,  except  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. 

Parliamentary  Practice. 

100.  The  rules  of  parliamentiary  practice  shall  govern  the 
House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rules,  or  the  Joint  Rales 
of  the  two  branches.

Rtjle  2.  No  member  of  either  branch  shall  act  as  counsel 
for  any  part}'  before  any  committee  of  the  Legislature.    • 

Rule  3.  Joint  committees  may  report  by  bill,  resolve,  or 
otherwise,  to  either  branch,  at  their  discretion,  having  reference 
to  an  equal  distribution  of  business  between  the  two  branches, 
except  that  money  bills  shall  be  reported  to  the  House ;  and, 
except  that  when  a  report  is  made  from  any  committee  to  either  • 
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branch,  and  the  subject-matter  thereof  is  subsequently  referred 
therein  to  a  joint  committee,  such  committee  shall  report  its  ac- 
tion to  the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was  made.  [See 
also  next  rule.] 

RuLB  4.  Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recommitted 
to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  branch  first  act- 
ing thereon,  and  bills  or  resolves  may  be  recommitted  in  either 
branch.  A  concurrent  vote  shall,  however,  be  necessary  for  the 
recommitment  of  such  reports,  bills,  or  resolves,  with  instrao- 
tions.  After  recommitment,  report  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  made 
to  the  branch  originating  the  recommitment. 

Rule  5.  Bills  and  resolves  reported  by  joint  committees 
shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without  material*erasure 
or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of  paper,  with 
suitable  margins,  and  spaces  between  the  several  sections,  dates 
and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 

Rule  6.  Whenever,  upon  any  application  for  an  act  of  in- 
corporation or  other  special  legislation,  the  purpose  for  which 
such  legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  without  detriment  to 
the  public  interests  by  a  general  law  or  under  existing  laws,  the 
committee  to  which  the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  gen- 
eral law,  or  "  leave  to  withdraw,"  or  "  inexpedient  to  legislate." 

Notice  to  Parties  Interested, 

Rule  7.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individu- 
als, or  of  private  or  municipal  corporations,  otherwise  than  as 
it  affects  generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth, 
shall  be  reported  by  a  committee,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  committee  that  notice  has  been  given,  by 
public  advertisement  or  otherwise,  to  all  parties  interested, 
without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth ;  or  unless  evidence 
satisfactory  to  the  committee  is  produced  that  the  parties  in- 
terested have  in  writing  waived  notice. 

Printing  and  Distribution  of  Documents. 

Rule  8.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations 
for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  such  regula- 
tions to  be  reported  to  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two 
branches. 
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Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill,  or  other  docn-' 
ment,  the  number  printed  shall  be  nine  hundred. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

Bills,  reports,  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  branch,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit: 
Two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  bj'  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter  in 
regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in  either 
branch  ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty  copies  to  the 
Secretary's  Office  ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  and,  when 
the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten  copies  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report.  The  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  per- 
manent files  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies,  and  distribute  the  re- 
mainder  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said 
joint  committee.     [Amended  Jan.  8,  1886.] 

Limit  of  Time  Allowed  for  Reports  of  Committees. 

Rule  9.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon  all 
matters  previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the  second 
Wednesday  in  March,  unless  further  time  is  granted  for  cause. 

Committees  of  Conference, 

Rule  10.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
members  on  the  part  of  each  branch,  representing  its  vote ;  and 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  committee,  shall 
be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected,  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except 
through  a  new  committee  of  Conference. 

Introduction  of  Business. 

Rule  11.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  directly  the  legal 
rights  of  individuals  or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects 
generally  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  whole  Common- 
wealth, or  of  the  cities  or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies, 
shall  be  proposed  or  introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise, 
except  by  report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented 
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and  referred  or  as  a  sobstitnte  for  such  report.  Objection  to 
the  violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to 
that  of  the  third  reading. 

Limit  of  Time  Allowed  for  New  Business, 

Rule  12.  Petitions,  memorials,  applications,  and  all  other 
subjects  of  legislation,  except  reports  required  to  be  made  to 
the  legislature,  proposed  or  introduced  after  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  February,  shall  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended,  or  suspended,  except 
by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  of  each 
branch  present  and  voting  thereon. 

Duties  of  the  Clerks, 

Rule  13.  If  an}'  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the 
signature  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee  is 
amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  indorse 
upon  the  report  such  amendment. 

Rule  14.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the 
two  branches,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective 
Clerks,  except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages 
may  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  each  branch  may  direct. 

Rc7i.E  15.  After  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  en- 
grossed, they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two 
branches,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law ;  and,  when  engrossed  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  Engrossed  Bills ;  and  when  the  same  have  passed  to  be 
enacted  in  that  House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered 
to  the  committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

Role  16.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve,  or  order, 
presented  or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted  upon 
in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  under  the  signature 
of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated. 

Rule  17.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bill  originated 
shall  make  an  indorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  branch 
the  same  originated,  which  indorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively.  After  said  bills  have  passed 
both  branches  to  be  enacted,  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  lay 
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them  before  the  Governor  for  his  approbation,  and  shall  enter 
upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate  the  day  on  which  the  same  were 
laid  before  the  Governor. 

Rule  18.  All  resolves  and  other  papers  which  are  to  be  pre- 
sented  to  the  Governor  for  hiis  approbation,  shall  be  laid  before 
him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  the  case  of  bills. 

ConstUviional  Amendment^, 

Rule  19.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  of  the  Consti- 
tution shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  branch,  and  the 
final  question  upon  agreeing  to  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays. 

Joint  Conventions. 

Rule  20.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  Con- 
ventions  of  the  two  branches,  and  such  Conventions  shall  be 
holden  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Sen- 
ate shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Convention  shall  be  entered  at  largo  on  the 
journals  of  both  branches. 

Rule  21.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  Convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be 
altered  or  annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

Rule  22.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention, 
other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  Convention 
is  formed. 

Joint  Elections.        ^ 

Rule  23.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be  as- 
signed therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 

Election  of  United  States  Senators, 

Rule  24.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the 
statutes  of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  elections  for  Sena- 
tors in  Congress,  shall  be  deemed  a  Convention  of  the  two 
branches,  and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  said  statutes.  The  President  of  the 
Convention  shall  receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote 
for  Senator  has  been  taken.  After  one  vote  for  Senator  has 
been  taken,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  ad- 
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journ,  for  a  recess,  or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator ;  and  these 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  of  their  aiTange- 
ment,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If  a  motion  is 
made  for  a  recess,  and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question 
shall  first  be  taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall 
be  determined,  but  without  debate,  before  the  question  is  put 
upon  taking  the  recess.  On  either  of  the  questions  permitted 
by  this  rule,  the  sense  of  the  Convention  shall  be  taken  b^^^'eas 
and  nays,  whenever  required  b}'  one-fifth  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. When  the  3'ea8  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his 
name  was  called,  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call 
for  the  ^'^eas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  25.  Any  joint  rule,  except  the  twelfth,  may  be  altered, 
suspended,  or  rescinded,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  in 
each  branch  consenting  thereto.
